THE link between Manchester City 
and Australian football is a pretty 
friendly one. First the club’s successful 
tour there in the summer, now a return 
visit from their national squad. 

When City were in Australia the 
potential and the future of the game 
there looked bright to Malcolm Allison: 
“Potentially the best country in the 
world ...‘a tremendous in-built athletic 
ability, great competitors—and the game 
catching on fast. In eight or ten years 
time | don’t see why they should not 
have a team to compete on equal terms 
with the rest of us. 

“| held three 
coaching sessions in 
Australia . . . with 
boys who were 
immigrants and boys 
who were second 
and third generation 
Australians.

THe OTHER SIDE... 


WHERE does Australia stand in the world 
ranking list of Soccer nations? That is a 
question many Australians have been asking 
for several years, but it is not easily answered. 


When you are about 10,000 miles away from 
the centre of the Soccer world, and when 
full international matches are a rarity, it is 
almost impossible to assess a nation’s strengths 
or weaknesses. 


Since 1965, when the North Koreans shocked 
Australia in two World Cup elimination games 
in Cambodia, practically all of our international 
matches have been against South-East Asian 
countries. 


Results from these games have been extreme- 
ly heartening. Australia has beaten Japan, 
South Korea, Malaysia, New Zealand, and other 
teams. 


Moving up a class, there was also a memorable 
day in 1969 when the Australians beat a 
national team from Europe... Greece...at 
the Sydney Cricket Ground. 


However, Australia’s nearest approach to a 
break-through in world class came against 
Israel in the World Cup qualifying matches 
last year. 


Australia lost 1-0 in Tel Aviv, after travelling 
halfway round the world, and arriving in

Israel exhausted and badly prepared for such 
an assignment. 


The return in Sydney was drawn I-I. So 
Israel qualified for Mexico, where they achieved 
far better results than anyone expected. 


It seems, therefore, that Australia could be 
regarded as number one Soccer nation in the 
Asian-Pacific area, and could be ranked along- 
side the lesser European nations. 


But to get a real line on Australia, the 
present |6-match, 10-countries, tour, has been 
undertaken. When the players arrive back in 
Sydney on December 7, a lot of questions 
should have been answered. 


The early matches of the tour were com- 
paratively simple for the tourists, when good

wins were achieved in New Caledonia, Hong 
Kong and Macao. 


But for the many Soccer enthusiasts at home 
in Australia, the games against Greece, Israel, 
Luton Town, Manchester City and Mexico 
were the real test—these were the matches 
which could answer so many questions about 
our Soccer standards. 


The game of Soccer has been played for many 
years ‘“‘down under’’ but it is taking a long 
time to elevate it to the big time. 


It is, in fact, the number two footballing 
code in every State, being second to Rugby 
League in NSW and Queensland, and second 
to Australian Rules in all other States. 


Sydney must be the only big city in the world 
which has four codes of football competing for 
spectators. Rugby League, Soccer, Rugby 
Union, and Australian Rules all have their 
supporters in Sydney... which doesn’t make 
life very easy when a game is trying to lure fans 
through the turnstiles. 


Even so, there is enormous strength among 
Australia’s soccer juniors, particularly in NSW 
where 100,000 kids play every weekend. 


If the code’s administrators could find a way 
of bridging the ‘gap between juniors and

Tall and dark haired, 
he is making the tour as Australia’s No. | 
goalie for the first time. Played first division 
in Scotland for Hibernian before having a 
couple of seasons in America for Washington 
Whips.

Was born in 
Germany but came to Australia as a boy of 10.

Rarely has a poor 
game and is known to the other players as 
“The Robot’’ because he is so strong and 
consistent. 


DENNIS YAAGER (N.S.W.). Age 23. Left- 
back. Can play as a modern, all purpose kind of 
full-back or defender. An Australian born 
player who spent two years in England as a 
teenager with Everton. A knee injury cost 
him a place in Australia’s World Cup team last 
year. Won his first international cap in the 
Vietnam tournament this year. 


PETER WILSON (N.S.W.). Age 23. Centre- 
half.

BILLY VOJTEC (Victoria). Age 26. Left- 
winger.

Though small and slight, his control and swerve 
make him infinitely dangerous. First capped for 
Australia in the Vietnam tournament in 1967.

Africa with Durban City. Was rated as South 
Africa’s top winger before coming to Australia. 


DAVID KEDDIE (N.S.W.). Age 25. Striking 
forward. Having his first taste of international 
Soccer. He came to Australia from Scotland 
midway through 1967 and has averaged just ona 
goal a match for Hakoah in Sydney club matches 
this season. Is particularly dangerous in the air. 


JOHN DOYLE (N.S.W.). Age 24. Can play 
as a striking forward or occupy a mid-field 
role. A big, strong, brave player who has the 
fire of his Irish ancestors. Was a surprise 
choice to play for Australia for the first time 
onthe tour, but should improve out of sight as a 
result, 


MIKE DENTON (N.S.W.). Age 24. Striking 
forward.
